MAILING 

1 . Postage  Regulations

1.  In  Lesson  1,  you  examined  appeals  and  claims  used  in  advertising. 

Turn  to  page  179  of  Between  the  Lines  11  and  view  the  advertisement  “Got  Milk?”  Then 
answer  the  following  questions: 

a.  What  is  the  purpose  of  the  advertisement  “Got  Milk?” 


b.  Who  is  the  company  or  organization  sponsoring  the  advertisement?

Who  is  the  target  audience?  How  do  you  know? 
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d.  The  advertisement  claims  that  15%  of  adult  height  is  added  during  the  teen  years  and  that 
drinking  milk  can  influence  growth.

Why  do  you  think  the 
ad  writers  included  this  statement?  What  does  it  mean? 


g.  What  mood  does  the  ad  create?  Explain.

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2.  In  Lesson  3,  you  explored  brochures.  Plan  a brochure  advertising  a tourist  area.  You  may 
base  your  brochure  on  your  own  community,  a different  location,  or  a place  out  of  your 
imagination. 

a.  What  place  is  your  brochure  going  to  describe?  What  interesting  features  of  the  place  will 
your  brochure  include? 


b.  Who  is  your  target  audience  and  how  will  this  audience  affect  your  plans  for  the 
brochure? 


c.  Make  a rough  sketch  of  the  brochure  on  the  pages  that  follow.  You  are  not  expected  to 
create  a finished  brochure  but  you  need  to  communicate  your  plans  for  both  the  copy  and 
graphics.  On  each  panel,  indicate  with  rectangles  or  circles  where  the  graphics  and  copy 
will  be  placed  and  how  large  they  will  be.  In  the  rectangles  or  circles,  give  brief 
directions.

Journal  Assessment  Criteria 

Content 

Ideas  are  thoughtful,  perceptive,  and  original.  The  content  is  detailed  and 
the  writer’s  purpose  and  sense  of  audience  is  self-evident.  An  organizing 
principle  makes  ideas  easy  to  follow. 

6 marks 

Ideas  are  generally  thoughtful  and  perceptive  but  lack  originality.  Some 
details  are  included,  but  the  writer’s  purpose  and  sense  of  audience  are 
not  always  evident.  An  organizing  principle  is  present  but  not  consistently 
maintained. 

4 marks 

Ideas  are  not  particularly  thoughtful,  perceptive,  or  original.  Details  are 
sketchy  and  there  is  little  evidence  of  a consistent  purpose  and  sense  of 
audience.  Content  seems  largely  disconnected. 

2 marks 

Ideas  are  not  at  all  clear,  and  any  detail  is  confusing  and  conflicting.  The 
writing  displays  little  or  no  understanding  of  the  task.

Writing  Skills 

Language  has  been  selected  that  reflects  thoughtful  creativity.  The  writing 
has  been  effectively  revised  and  edited  for  errors  in  grammar,  spelling, 
and  punctuation. 

4 marks 

The  language  used  is  generally  appropriate  but  often  vague  or  general. 

There  is  evidence  of  revision  and  editing  errors  in  grammar,  spelling,  and 
punctuation,  but  errors  persist  that  might  interfere  with  comprehension. 

2 marks 

The  language  used  is  inaccurate  and  inappropriate.  There  is  no  clear 
evidence  of  revision  or  editing  for  errors  in  grammar,  spelling,  or 
punctuation.
